Judge J. Hugo Grimm, protesting 
‘against the discontinuance of the po- 
‘lice parole bureau, President Miller 
of the Police Board has assured 
Judge Grimm, in a letter sent to him 
yesterday afternoon, that the crim- 
inal courts are not to be deprived of 
the services of the Police Depart- 


ment in the investigation of applica-. 


tions for parole. 


“However,” President Miller stat- | 
ed in his letter, “in view of the man- | 


ner in which the present parole of- 


fice was being conducted, we felt 


that it was necessary to change the 
system; and, while we cannot and 
will not attempt to dictate to the 
Judges as to whom they should pa- 
role and upon what terms they shall 
grant paroles, nevertheless, it is only 
right and fair that the Police De 
partment should be consulted when 
a parole is applied for, and the rec- 


‘ommendations of the Police Depart- 


ment should be considered very seri- 
ously by the Judges in granting pa- 


| roles. 


Influences Are Mentioned, 
The letter proceeded: 
“According to reliable

‘fluence, and a great many paroles 
are granted to young men who have

PARTY HINDERED BY SWOLLEN 


GLACIER STREAMS IN MARCH 


TO BASE OF MT. EVEREST 
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Valleys Around Great Peak Inhabited Chiefly 
by Nuns and Hermits Who Live in Caves 
and Regard Mountain as Sacred. 


By COL. HOWARD BURY, 
Mount Everest Ex- 
pedition.

TINGRI DZONG, Tibet, 

—By runner to Bhari, India, thence 


via Simla, Aug. 16.—On Juna 23 
Messrs. Mallory and Bullock, with 
18 coolies and four yaks left Tingri 
DPzong to reconnoiter the easiest 
methods of approaching Mount Ev- 
erest from the northwest. The maps 
showing the country to the north of 
the mountain are quite useless, as 
we found in our search for Kharta. 
It is impossible to put any trust in 
them. 

From Tingri Dzong the mountain 
top can be seen appearing over the 
intervening lower grassy ridges, and 
there is no mistaking which is 
Mount Everest. as it stands all out 
by itself and looks far higher than 
any of the other peaks. 

The chief obstacles to progress 
are the great glacier streams inter- 
vening, at this time of year it is 


quite impossible to ford them. There | 


are, however, occasional. rickety 
bridges, but only too often’ these 
have been found washed away and 


cannot be rebuilt until the following. 


winter when the waters are low. The 
first march from Tingri Dzong 


‘toward Mount Everest led over such 


a bridge over the Kyetrak glacier, a 
stream flowing down fron 
Great Kohombu_ glacier some 12 
miles long and fed by numerous 
subsidiary glaciers from the beauti- 
ful, snowy peak of Chorabsang and 
the great peaks 25,000 and 26,000 
feet high, for which, strange to say, 
the Tibetans have no local names. 
March Over Grassy Hills. 

The next day's march was over 
grassy, rounded hills to Zamilu, 
whence a good view was obtained 
looking up Rongbuk valley, which 
led right to the foot of the giant 
precipices coming down from the 
northwestern face of Mount Everest. 
All the way from Rongbuk glacier 
a large glacier stream flowed down 
this valley, but there was a frasile 
bridge at the monastry at 
Over this bridge all loads had to be 
carried by hand, while the pack ini- 
mals were made to swim across thé 
river. 

The path now led up veild, 
strangely holy valley of Rongbuk to 
the monastery of Rongbuk, which 
stands at a height of 16,500 feet. 

It is curious how often proximity 
to a great mountain or some wondcr- 
fully impressive piece of scenerv 
comes to be looked upon as holy, 
sacred ground.

The construction now under way 
has an estimated final cost of $3,900,- 
/ 000, and work tn contemplation has

These improvements are at points 
where they will most effectively in- 
crease the architectural strength of 
the street, which now has on its 
skyline the New Cathedral, the St.

“I never recommended the over- 
‘throw of the Bolshevik-soviet gov- 
ernment of Russia by force after the 
armistice was signed. In my cable 
‘of May 2, 1918, sent from Vologda, 
I advocated armed allied interven- 
tion, as I was satisfied that Lenin 
had been sent into Russia by Ger- 
many for the purpose of withdraw- 
ing Russia from the war by demor- 
alizing the Russian army, as was 
afterwards proven to be the case by 
Gen. Hoffman's interview, narrated 
in my book. 

“What I did recommend at Paris 
and to President Wilson when re- 
turning on the George Washington 
was that I be sent back to Petro- 
grad to protect the American em- 
bassy, and I specifically said I would 


of the Diplomatic Corps, that we had 
'returned not for the purpose of in- 
_terfering in domestic affairs, but to 
protect our embassies and legations, 
| and to give the people an opportuni- 
'ty to hold a free election and have 
|a fair count for selecting members 
of a constituent assembly that would 
/adopt the form of government pre- 
ferred by the majority. 

| “This is what I meant when King 
George asked me what should be 
done about Russia—I did not have 
| time to explain the process, as the 
Queen already had President Wil- 
,son’s arm, and Mrs. Wilson was 
‘waiting for the King. The occa- 
‘sion was the Buckingham Palace din- 
/ner, given to President Wilson, and 
(when the guests were leaving I was 
surprised that King George recog- 
| nized me. When he accosted me and 
| put that question, I made some re- 
| ply of which I have forgotten the 
exact wording, but which I was con- 
vinced would result in the Bolshevik 
soviets being deposed. The wireless 
‘sent to the American Peace Commis- 
‘sion by me when I was en route to 
| America shows that I had not aban-

‘doned hope that my plan would be 
adopted—it is in the book. 

“In another place in the book I 
relate that I sent a cable inquiring 
whether ‘allied territory’ in Presi- 
dent Wilson’s message (informing 
the Germans on what terms he would 
recommend an armistice) included 
Russia, and received a prompt reply 
that it did, and ‘Rumania also,’ 
clearly established that our 
Government, at least, still consid- 
ered Russia an ally. 

“Your editorial alse says that Kol- 
chak failed when he was assisted by 
the British and the French, and the 
attempt resulted in strengthening 
Lenin. I explain in the book why 
these efforts all failed—but our Gov- 
ernment never gave Kolchak nor

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POSTOFFICE INQUIRY 
IN EAST ST. LOUIS 


Inspectors Seeking Information 
About Two Applicants for 
Postmastership.

Inspectors from the Postoffice De- 
partment are in East St. Louis in- 
vestigating the applications for the 
position of Postmaster of East St 
Loula John J. Faulkner, who is 
temporarily serving as Postmaster, 
and Peter B. Cusack, an insurance 
agent, residing at 1452 St. Louis ave- 
nue, took the examination for the 
place last week. 

The inspectors are getting addi- 
tional information of indictments 
which were returned against Faulk- 
ner in 1913 when former Mayor 
Charles Lambert, former Treasurer 
Fred Gerold, and other officials who 
served in the Lambert administra- 
tion were indicted. 

One of the questions to be an- 
swered by applicants for Federal po- 
sition is: 

“Have you ever, by indictment or 
in any other manner prescribed by 
law, been charged with any crime, 
misdemeanor, or offense whatsoever; 
or fined or arrested for any offense? 
(Answer ‘yes’ or ‘no,.’) (If your an- 
Swer is ‘yes,’ name the offense and 
inclose herewith an abstract of the 
court proceedings in each and every 
case sufficient to show the essential 
action taken and also, in the case of 
fine or conviction, furnish a state- 
ment from the trial Judge or other 
court officer showing the surround- 
ing circumstances and your reputa- 
tion.)” 

Many Former Officials Indicted. 

Faulkner was Comptroller, Direc- 
tor of Public Works, and purchasing 
agent during the term of Lambert 
as Mayor. After he retired from of- 
fice Charles Webb, State’s Attorney 
in St. Clair County, started an in- 
vestigation of the Lambert adminis- 
tration and many of the officials were 
incicted. Some were charged with 
embezzlement, and others with con- 
spiracy to defraud the city. There 
were eight cases involving Faulkner 

The indictments were returned by 
the February grand jury in the East 
St. Louis City Court in 1913. The 
cases were contigued from term to 
term until in 1915 when they were 
disposed of. 

Most of the cases in which Faulk- 
her was a defendant were dismissed 
by th~- State’s Attorney Feb. 16, 1915. 
One case was dismissed on March 1, 
1915. Case No. 4205, in which the 
defendants were Lambert, Faulkner 
Fred Gerold, former Treasurer; Wil- 
Uam Rodenberger, former Assistant 
Comptroller; Lester Grigsby, former 
clerk in the health department, and 
Claus Tuetje, grocer and former Al- 
derman, was tried, occupying the 
Court’s time from Feb. 3 to 16, 1915. 
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guilty. The defendants were charged 
with conspiracy to purchase sup- 
plies from certain individuals, con- 
trary to law and with a view of de- 
frauding the city. 


A transcript of this case was for- 
warded by Faulkner, with his ex- 
amination papers, to the Postmaster- 
General. He also stated that other 
charges of conspiracy and embezzle- 
ment, in which he was involvel, had 
been dismissed by the State’s Attor- 
ney. 

Faulkner has been acting Post- 
master of East St. Louis since Dr. 
Edgar Little resigned June 1, last. 
Faulkner is an intimate friend of 
Congressman Rodenberg. 

The investigators are said to have 
expressed surprise that there were 


only two applicants for the position 
of Postmaster, and inquiries are be- 
ing made among business men and 
politicians for an explanation of 
such a circumstance. They have 
been told that eligible men for the 
position did not make application for

T is immensely refreshing to find in 

your column such a letter as that of 
L. R. Johnson on “Our Sanctimonious 
Pose.” ‘While it is true,” he says, “that 
we are the richest and strongest of na- 
tions, we should clearly realize that this 
fact is by no means the highest tribute 
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| NO TAX RELIEF. 


The administration’s tax revision program has | 


come a cropper. The plan to make the repeal of the 
excess profits tax and the reduction of the surtax 
on large incomes effective as of Jan. 1, 1921, has been | 
upset by the House majority, which has advanced the | 
date to the beginning of next year. Since these were 
the two principal provisions designed to have prompt, | 
remedial effect, the prospect of early relief fades out. | 

Chairman Fordney, to be sure, still professes sate | 
Frerain with the bill and has compiled reassuring 
statistics purporting to show the great savings which 
would follow its enactment. But even should those | 
paper promises be fulfilled the people will have to | 
wait three years before the reprieve arrives, mean-| 


while carrying the present crushing burden. , : 
The dilemma in which the administration finds | 


that could be paid us.” 

Yet the politicians, the belly-crawling 
newspapers and the platform guff-sling- 
ers seem to think so. Or. whatever they 
think, they apparently believe that their 
hearers are simple enough to swallow 
‘what they measure out for us. 

Yes, we are the richest and strongest, 
but that does not prevent us from being 
as wrong as the poorest and weakest. 
Rather, it has the opposite tendency. It 
has a tendency to blind our eyes to our 
moral fallibility and-our liability to the 
coarsening influences of wealth and sen- 
suality, of jazz and bridge. 

With limitless self-adulation and plat- 
itudinous prattling we did our part in 
squelching the Kaiser's idea of ‘‘Deutsch- 
land Ueber Alles.”

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MR. ANTWINE’S OPINION. 
“BR EFORE we build good roads in Missouri 
we would better consider what we are 
going to do about trucks,” Mr. Antwine 
said. 

“A writer in one of the national monthlies 
says the use of trucks has increased in New En- 
gland until the states are no longer able to 
maintain the roads under them. All trucks 
knock roads to pieces. Limiting the load they 
may carry or taxing them according to ton- 
nage does not solve the problem, since an empty 
truck can hammer a road to pieces and trucks 
are not able to pay a tax equal to the cost 
of what they destroy. 

“This writer says New England has no choice 
save to go back to the railroads. This is at once 
the only freight transportation she can afford 
and the salvation of her roads. Some of the 
states have tonnage limitations on trucks, but 
that is not as seriously attempting to solve the 
problem as we shall have to do when our'‘new 
roads are built. 

“New England is, of course, worse off than 
we shall be in the West. Her hauls are short, 
and therefore invite the truck as against the 
railroad. This would not be true to the same 
degree in Missouri, yet some notion of what 
the problem is may be gained by inspection of 
the roads around the principal cities of Mis- 
souri where trucks are operated in consider- 
able numbers. Evidently, if what this writer 
says is true, we all need to stop and think be- 
fore we let the railroads perish upon the as- 
sumption that trucks are going to do our haul- 
ing for us. 

“Perhaps we may be warned by inspecting 
the situation along the Missouri & North Ar- 
kansas Railroad,” Mr. Antwine said. “That has 
not been operated for some time, and the 
chuck holes in the wagon roads down there are 
probably the deepest in history.”
